In,1915 came the important step 
for at that time the present equip- 
ment was purchased and has serv- 
ed faithfully and well ever since 
Upland has the most successful 
volunteer fire company of any city 
in the state and when it comes to 
fighting fire our boys have main- 
tained an excellent record, there 
having been in the past ten years 
but one or two instances where 
the ‘boys failed to function effic- 
iently. 

The first fire alarm was a bell 
on a tower at the rear of the Rar- 
ick building, now occupied by the 
Stover Paint Shop, but as this lo. 
cation was not in the center of 
the village it was decided hy the 
city council to purchase a lot at 
the corner of Tenth Street and 
Third Avenue and place the equip- 
ment there. With the coming of 
the automobile, things changed 
~apidly and in 1915 the La France 
truck and the siren alarm were 
placed in use. 

From that day to a few weeks 
ago the alarm, with very little lay- 
off. served not only to announce 
fires, but to let us know when it 
was twelve o'clock. Hungry souls 
have tonged for its screech, while

“We give a great deal of advice 
on the use of commercial fertiliz- 
ers, but principally for use in cit- 
rus groves. The common question 
is what to use and how to use it 
most economically. We stress the 
need for organic manures and -the 
application of a total of three 
pounds of actual nitrogen per ma- 
ture tree in accordance with the 
findings of the citrus experiment 
station, one-half the nitrogen to be 
derived from organic carriers. 

“Crop rotation should be given 
more attention by farmers, but the 
high price of land militates against 
rotation, and all general farm land 
is kept in alfalfa as much as pos- 
sible. We have urged rotation for 
the last four years, with seemingly 
little result. Some definite re- 


sponse is becoming evident, how- 


ever, and we think rotation and
